ABSTRACT : 

Germany's small and midsize companies, known as the Mittelstand, are a hidden 
source of wisdom on global competition. Companies like Krones, Korber/Hauni , 



ranging from 70-90%. l^hen combined, they account for the bulk of Germany's trade 
surplus. The success of the Mittelstand lies in a set of five common practices. 
These companies all: 1) combine a narrow product -market focus with broad 
geographic scope; 2) perform best in the areas customers care most about; 3) 
balance closeness to customers with deep technical knowledge; 4) rely on 
themselves, especially for R&D; and 5) foster close ties between managers and 
workers . 



Buried deep below the headlines of sensational business successes and innovative 
breakthroughs lies a quiet, inconspicuous source of wisdom on global 
competitiveness. Germany's small and midsize companies, known as the 
Mittelstand, have a talent for export and a command of their markets that belie 
their small size and low profile. Companies like Krones, Korber/Hauni, Weinig, 
Webasto, and TetraWerke lack the celebrity of Mercedes-Benz, Siemens, Bosch, and 
Bayer, but if world market share is considered the toughest criterion of a 
company's internationa^strength, many Mittelstand companies are true 
superstars. They havg^^prld market shares in the range of 70% to 90%, and when 
combined, they account for the bulk of Germany's considerable trade surplus. 
This is an impressive feat, given that Germany was the world's largest exporter 
in 1986, 1987, 1988, and 1990; in 1990, the Germans exported 6.8% more than the 
Americans and 47.2% more than the Japanese. 



The Mittelstand companies are champions of global competition but have 
remained largely hidden for two reasons. First, most of their products -- for 
example, labeling machines for beverages, metal filters, bookbinding textiles, 
and sunroofs for cars are used in the manufacturing process or subsumed by 
the end product. These products are therefore invisible to consumers. But more 
important, Germany's small and midsize companies relish their obscurity. They 
shy away from publicity, and some have explicit policies of not dealing with the 
press. As an executive of a leading manufacturer of welding equipment said, "We 
are not interested in revealing our success strategies and helping those who 
have been inert during recent years . "

Many CEOs of Germany's smaller companies see customer contact as their 
primary responsibility, even when it requires incessant travel. Dieter 
Schneidewind, who brought Wella, a maker of professional hair-care products, to 
the number one position in Japan and several other Asian countries, has traveled 
to Asia up to 20 times a year. 

When executives visit customers, they are more than figureheads. They are 
highly competent technical representatives (most Mittelstand managers have 
engineering degrees) who don't hesitate to roll up their shirt sleeves to 
immerse themselves in a customer's work. When Gunter Sieker, sales direictor' of 
Lenze and an engineer by training, visited a customer in Singapore, he heard 
that the local technicians had been unable to repair one of the machines his 
company had sold them. He took off his jacket and worked for two hours to solve 
the problem. Needless to say, the customer was impressed by his knowledge of the 
equipment . 

Executives are al the alert for new product or product -improvement 

ideas. Reinhold Wurtn^tumbled on such an idea during a visit to a construction 
site. There he heard a construction worker grumble about how hard it was to read 
the size numbers of tools and corresponding screws. Wurth & Company 
subsequently replaced the numbers with colored rings so that workers can 
simply match the colors of the screws and tools . 

Fierce Self -Reliance . 

Germany's midsize companies trust in their own capabilities. They believe 
they can enter new markets and solve manufacturing and R&D problems on their own 
and that doing so strengthens their product knowledge and* preserves their top ' 
competitive position. Independence ensures their control over standards and 
prevents leaks of technical know-how. More than half of the survey respondents 
said they have a policy of going it alone in foreign markets. Less than a 
quarter said they prefer cooperating with other companies. 

One notable exception for many hidden champions is cooperation with Japanese 
companies. In this ca'ggl^ ^or reasons of culture, language, and distribution, 
cooperation in the f^OT of partnerships and joint ventures has appeal to the 
Mittelstand. In general, these cooperative arrangements have been successful, 
and the Germans have developed many friendships with the Japanese. Lenze, for 
instance, has a long-standing relationship with Miki Pulley, a Japanese company 
of similar size, that dates back to the early 1960s. This relationship has 
helped Lenze sell products in Japan; Lenze also markets Miki products in 
Germany. Over the years, the families of the two owners have developed such 
close personal ties that they attend each other's weddings and birthday parties.
